Dark secrets af a high school sorority 
initiation were exposed to light yesterday by 
a eruel.“ hard-hearted school official— 
at least that is what the sorority girls called 
him when they met in a loft over a south 
side barn to weap over the catastrophe. 

The revelations were made just as the 
trat lade and the sorority girls were 


taking steps to seek another injunction re- 


straining the board. of education from abol- 
ishing the Greek letter societies. 

The way the secret leaked out was un- 
known to the sorority girls until Supt. Cooley 
in an official pronouncement against the se- 
cret societies told them how a principal, 
enacting the role of a detective, had captured 
the treasure and lugged it down to his su- 
periors at the school board. 


Cicero “Pony” Is Confiscated. 


It was a Cicero pony that carried the 
sorority girls to their undoing. As a south 
side high school principal was making his 
rounds of the school building a few days ago 
his keen eye fell on a young girl who seemed 
to be mastering and translating the most 
difficult Ciceronlan Latin without the least 
trouble. He became suspicious, and, gum 
shoeing down the aisle to the girl's side, he 
discovered that she was in possession of a 
well trained Cicero pony.“ He promptly 
confiscated the book.

BAILIFFS OF NEW COURTS MUST 
BE OF GOOD CHARACTER. 


> 


Judges at Meeting Decide That Ap- 
Pplicants for Sach Positions Must 
Pass Examinations as Rigid aa 
Those Required for Prospective 
Bank Clerks—Will Prevent Under- 
handed Practices Which Have Dis- 
graced Justice Shops for Years. 


A Cook county constable will find it prac- 
tically impossible to become a bailiff of the 
new Municipal court. Rowdy and underhand 
methods of constables, which have been a 


‘disgrace to Chicago for more than a quar- 


ter of a century, will be Impossible under 
the rules pted by the judges at a meet- 
ing held yesterday afternoon. 

It was decided that in order to become dep- 
uty bailiffs of the new court—whieh corre- 
sponds to the office of constable under the 
old system—the men must pass an examina- 
tion as to character as rigid as that of pros- 
pective bank clerks. ‘‘ They must possess 
the requisite character, was the blanket de- 
mand of the court officers. 


Rigid Test for Bailiffs. 

Requisite character then was defined 
as follows: 

They shall be honest. 

They shall have good hebite. 

They shall have established good reputations. 

They shall possess the requisite ability. 

They hall havea fair education. 

They must be able to do efficiently the work re- 


quired of them. 

They must be courteous and obliging. 

They must devpte their whole time to the publio 
service. ü 

As soon as the magistrates had decided 
upon the requisites of the deputy bailiffs and 
clerks the demands were embodied in a let- 
ter which was dispatched to Chief Bailiff 
Thomas M. Hunter and Chief Clerk Homer 
Galpin, who have the power to appoint their 
subordinates. 

Although the power to appoint such sub- 
ordinates lies with the chief clerk and chief 
bailiff, the judges hold the power to remove 


N the men if they do not comply with the re- 


quisites drawn up at this meeting. Thus 
political pull practically is eliminated, 
and the new bailiffs will be under rules in 
some ways more rigid than the city civil 
service. 

Each Must Give $500 Bond. 

The set of demands of the judges con - 
cluded as follows: 

“Upon the appointment of any clerk or 
bailiff he shall, before entering upon such 
duties, give a bond of some responsible surety 
company in the sum of not less than $500, 
conditioned upon the faithful performance of 
such duties as is provided by law. 

And for the information of the court, the 
chief. clerk and chief bailiff are directed to 
require every appointee at the time of his 
appointment to fill out a blank form in his 
own handwriting, giving therein his name, 
residence, age, occupation, and by whom and 
in what capacity employed for a period of at 
least three years immediately prior to his 
appointment. Such statement shall likewise 
contain the names of at least three responsi- 
ble persons as references, and shall he filed 
and preserved in the office of the chief jus- 


tice.” 0

Cites Case of President’s Son. 

Attorney B. F. Mosely excited the audi- 
ence to high indignation in a speech in which 
he analyzed the investigation of the Browns- 
ville riots. ; 

“When did it become a law,” he con- 
cluded, “ by the moral or legal code to guess 
that one of ten men is guilty and punish all 
for fear the guilty one may escape? If such 
is the law would not the son of our fllustrious 
president, who was arrested some weeks ago 
for a dastardly assault committed by some 
of his school comrades upon a Boston po- 
liceman, have been. the first to expiate under 
this new doctrine? . 

Where is the verdict of the court martial 
that tried these men? If there is none, why? 
The law as just recited provides for one, and 
the discharge without the sanction of law 
is illegal. 

“Who then viosated the law? Sober, sane 
men everywhere will answer: ‘ Theodore

Offers to Care for Companies.

Dr. Carey read 
a set of resolutions admonishing the col- 
ored people to be calm and con- 
siderate, remembering that the coming of 
Tilman to Chicago cannot affect an upright 
and industrious people“ It was further de- 
clared the sense of the meeting that “ we 
deplore the fact that our good friends of Chi- 
cago have found it a necessity to invite 
such a man as Ben Tillman to the city under 
any circumstances whatever.” 

1 have just been informed by Mr. Clark 
of the corporation counsel's office,’’ said Dr.

Anna Held is indignant because Marshall 
Fiel@ & Co. have made it appear that she 
buys her gowns, stockings, corsets, and 
bathing suits in Chicago instead of in Paris.

$50,000, for which amount she filed suit in

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U YEAR MYSTERY SOLYED 


George Sawyer, Son of Justice of the 
Massachusetts Supreme Court, Filed 
from Home in 1866 Because of a 
Disappointment in Love—Dies in 
Old Whaling Port, Where He Had 
Lived as a Recluse—Proved to Have 
Been Wealthy. 


New Bedford, Mass., Nov. 22.—[{Special.}— 
The mysterious disappearance over forty 
years ago of George Yeaton Sawyer Jr., 
son of the late Supreme Court Justice Saw- 
yer of Nassau, N. H., was solved yesterday 
by the death of William J. Smith, a recluse 
who kept a small bookstore in this city. 
Smith proved to be the missing man. An 
unfortunate love affair in early life is given 
the cause of. his isolation from his family. 


Sawyer was 65 years of age. 


The secret of the man’s identity was made | 
known by Roland Ashley, the caretaker of 
the building in which the old man had his 
rooms, to whom he had revealed his life story. 

Sawyer, while taking a vapor bath, was fa- 
tally burned by an explosion of an alcohol 
lamp, and died in the hospital.

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DELMAR JOCKEY CLUB OUSTED. 


Supreme Court Winde Up Racetrack 
Tangle in Missouri by Deciding 
Against Turf Organization. 


Jefferson City, Mo., Nov. 22.—The Supreme court 
today concluded the sult brought by Attorney 
Genera] Hadley to oust the Delmar Jockey club 
from the state by isuing a writ of ouster. Today’s 
decision, it fe said, is final. 

The ouster order was issued on the grounds that 
the club had violated the provisions of its charter 
by pool selling and bookmaking in violation of 
the law, and because the grounds were not used 
for holding fairs where agricultural property was 
placed on exhibit. 

Judge Graves wrote the opinion, holding that 
the club should be ousted, its charter forfeited 
to the state, and a fine of $5,000 imposed. Judges 
Lamm and Valliant. concurred, but Justice Brace 
and Judges Gantt, Burgess, and Fox dissented 
against imposing a fine, hence the ouster was 
ordered without the fine.

BLECTRICITY IN CITY TRAFFIO, 
It is said that there will be no an 

Wr permitted to enter the train 
ched of the new passenger station soon to 


be completed in Washington, electric en- 
gives being used instead. The improve 


ment over ordinary conditions resultant 
from such a regulation is easily imagined. 
Many a fine building has been greatly | 
damaged so far as its beauty is concerned 
by the puffing and smoking steam engines. 
And the experimentation with the newer 
form of motive power has now reached 
such a stage that there is no reason. for 
besitation to adopt it. 

The plans for a more beautiful Ohi- 
cago should include provision for the ban- 
ishment of all steam locomotives from the 
city limits. The daily Net of offendera 
against the anti-moke ordinance usually 
contains the names of several of the rail- 
roads, individual engines being reported 
by watchful public agents. These occa- 
sional citations do not begin to suggest 
the great nuisance which is maintained 
by every raflroad which enters the city. 
People whose homes are near the tracks 
long since gave up the idea of keeping 
things clean. They have tried to accus- 
tom themselves to the noise or have be- 
come reeonciled to it. Hundreds of com- 
muteré every day in the year are forced 
to endure the smoke and the cinders. 
Many -of the suburban statione are so ar- 
ranged that a passenger coming up the 
Stairs of going down them gets the full 
benefit of the belchings of the engines. A 
clean platform is a rarity. ~ 
Tuese conditions have been accepted in 
the past as necessary. Büt that day has 
gone now, for the successful employment 
of electric motors has pointed a better 
way. The evidence of the elevated rail- 
roads is visible to all. In some cases the 
third. rail has been laid upon the surface, 
permitting rapid transit without the dust 
and smoke and noise. The presence of 
warning signs, Danger! Look out for 
the live third rail!” at cressinge or at 
other places along the line points to an 
element of new difficulty, but the advan- 
tages far outweigh the dangers. The New 
York Central lines are being electrified for 
forty miles or more from the central sta- 
tion, and the patrons,are looking forward 
to an early elimination of the smoke 
nuisance and a marked reduction in the 
amount of noise. 

What is being done elsewhere ought to 
be done here’ in Chicago. If all locomo- 
tives were stopped at the city limite and 
none but electric engines permitted with- 
in those bounds the gain would be wonder- 
ful. The dangers will be minimized on 
the elevated tracks and proper precau- 
tions on surface lines will leasen the like- 
hood of accident to the individual -who 
keeps off the tracks where danger ¥igns 
abound. There would be considerable 
initial expense of installation, but the 
beneficial results would be so many ‘as to 
make the matter of expense entirely 


secondary. | 


The American Federation of Labor has 
taken an important advance step in its 
action ordering the amalgamation of cer- 
tain unions which have been at war one 
with another over jurisdictional questions. 
For about five years the carpenters and 
woodworkers have been quarreling almost 
continually. Their difficuities have caused 
no end of trouble In the ranks of labor. 
Those who have been backing enterprises 
with their money have lost heavily be- 
cause of delaye and disagreements. Con- 
tractors have had their plans disarranged. 
Workingmen themselves have been great- 
ly affected. The federation bas now 
| ordered the amalgamation of these two 
unions before Nov. 1) 1908. The date is 
somewhat remote, but all quarrels are to 
cease immed? ately under pain of revoca- 
tion of charter. That will keep the other 
people interested from suffering unneces- 
sarily during the time needed for the ad- 
justment of difficulties attendant upon 
the uniting of two bodies which have been 
at war. 

The principle involyed is ot much 
greater importance than the details of the 
arrangement. The increasing. division of 
labor with the unionizing of branch and 
subbranch has given rise to mapy dis- 
putes and has emphasized the necessity of 
having some sort of overlord with au- 
thority to take decided steps on occasion 
and to make prompt: decision in cases of 
disputed jurisdiction. An ‘order revoking 
all charters of local unions. of carpet 
layers and requiring affiliation of such 
workers with unions of upholsterers with- 
in ninety days illustrates the possibilities 
under the new plan. Many of the advan- 
tages claimed for the unions are more 
than offset by the losses from troubles ac- 
companying excessive division of labor. 
Capitalists, contractors, and individual 


| workmen have suffered materially because 


there was no authority conceded the 
power of determining questions about 
minor ‘matters of jurisdiction. The adop- 
tion of the recommendations of the griev- 
ance committee ought to be attended with 
much benefit to all the parties interested. 

Nothing ie more exasperating to à con- 
tractor or to a man who is anxious to 
have his building completed on time sv 


that he may occupy or rent it than to have 


work tied up by a dispute between two 
unſous as to which shall do a particular 
job. The contractor is helpless. There ie 
no tribunal to which he can turn for re- 
Her unless organized labor, which is re- 
sponsible for his difficulties, shall provide 
one for him. The American Federation 
of Labor, which bas been unwilling to 
deal decisively with delicate questiona of 
jurisdiction, has at last exercised to some 
purpose the power it wields. It would be 


better still if the federation had a stand- 


ing committee which could dispose, tem- 
porarily, at least, of jurisdictional dis- 
putes which crop out between the annua! 
meetings of . organization. 


INTELLIGENT CHRISTMAS SHOPPING. 
While it is desirable and proper in the 
consideration of early Christmas shopping 
that the condition of the tired and over- 
worked shopgirl should be, taken into ac 
count, it is lkely that the reform, if it 
comes at all, will proceed from a sense 
of what may be called enlightened selfish- 
ness. If the people of Chicago succeed 
this year in reducing the amount of labor 
and fatigue and unpleasantness incidental 
to the-annual whirl of gift buying it will 
be because they have learned what is to 


their own personal advantage. Consider-

these inducements are liberally held 
ae by conditions existing within the loop 
in the ‘shopping district and that at no 
time of the day is there any noticeable 
lack of incentive in the activity of the 
throng Which suggests a perpetual and 
perniciously aggressive massmeetirg. 

And assuming justly that there are 
many women who prefer a comparatively 
quiét shopping period to one of tumult and 
discomfort, it may be suggested that much 
trouble may be avoided by a little more 
thought in the selection of shopping hours. 
Our transportation service gives us an 
excellent object lesson. When hundreds 
of thousands of people begin work or end 
work at practically the same minute it is 
impossible to avoid the miseries of what 
may be called inadequate transportation 
facilities. In these rush hours there never 
has been and doubtless there never will 
be a remedy for the inconvenience experi- 
enced, But this is not true with reference 
to the shoppers, many of whom are wom- 
en of more or less leisure, who cap easily 
time their downtown expeditions to con- 
form to measures for their own comfort. 
The stores are open at 8:30 in the morn- 
ing, ready for the accommodation ot cus 
tomers, and a wise shopper, it seems, 
would naturally take advantage of the 
early hours before the rush begins. 
en are usually quick to take note of this 
fact when a particularly enticing slaugh- 
ter sale is advertised, and why not. also 
when their bodily comfort is: involved? 

Two rules for the gift buyer will bring 
relief: Shop early in the month and be 
gin early in the day. By folowing these 
injunctions the. miseries of the shopgirl 
will be ,megesurably relieved and the 
fatiguing horrors of shopping. will be miti- 
gated. Christmas will be robbed of much 
of its terror and the whole. community will 
be benefited.

It 
must be borne in mind that in those days, 
when the enthusiasm in France concerning 
the alliance with Russia was at ite culminat- 
ing point’ the influence of the czar’s am- 
bassa dor in Paris wasell powerful, sufficient- 
ly strong. indeed, to make and unmake 
cabinets.

Offenbach is a name that in the minds of 
most people is associated with the most 
burlesque and extravagant of comic operas, 
chief among which is, of course, La Grande 
Duchesse. But few are aware that there is 
a small town of this mame in the grand duchy 
of. Hesse which has just become the cause 
of a ministerial crisis in Darmstadt. It seems 
that socialism is rampant at Offenbach, and 
in its recent municipal election a socialist 
was returned at the polls as principal deputy 
mayor. These elections have to be ratified by 
the grand duke, and in spite of protests from 
all quarters, he insisted om giving: his sov- 
ereign sanction to the election of the soclallst 
deputy mayor. Inasmuch as the ministers in 
constitutional countries are responsible to 
the people for the acts of the ruler, who can- 
not be reached by any attack, the Hessian 
cabinet has not only been assailed but even 
threatened. with impeachment for having 
pefmitted the grand duke to act in a manner 
so diametrically opposed to the views of his 
legislature, and therefore presumably of his 
people, and inasmuch as the grand duke has 
refused to ‘reconsider his approval of the 
election of the socialist deputy at Offenbach 
the administration has resigned. 

The grand duke, like the late sovereign of 
Oldenburg, has always shown a good deal of 
interest in his socialist subjects, and even a 
certain amount of sympathy for their views, 
and on the occasion of parliamentary enter- 
tainmnents and public festivals at which so- 
clalist leaders and politicians have been pres- 
ent, he has not only caused them to be intro- 
duced to him but likewise has drawn them 
into long and friendly conversations, on two 
oocasions seating himself at their tables and 
drinking with them. 

The late grand duke of Oldenburg was so 
much interested in socialism that he caused 
most of the publications issued by thesocial- 
lat presses at Zurich to be sent to him regu- 
larly, subscribing Mberally, and in order that 
they might not be stopped by the postoffice 
department of the German empire he kept 
thes socialist publishers at Zurich supplied 
with a quantity of envelopes franked with hie 
signature and title, which of course rendered 
them immune from being opened or con- 
fiscated by the imperial postal authorities.

TRIBUTES TO A PATRIOT 
OF REVOLUTIONARY FAME 


Body of James Wilson, Signer of 
D:claration of Independence, Re- 
moved to Philadelphia with 
Imposing Ceremonies. 


Philadeiphia, Pa., Nov. 22.—The body of 
James Wilson, one of the signers of the déo- 
laration of independence, a member of the 
constitutional convention, and one of the first 
associate justices of the United States Su- 
preme court, was reburied in the cemetery 
of Christ church here today with imposing 
ceremonies. 

For 108 years the body of the distinguished 
revolutionary patriot has rested in a grave in 
North Carolina. It was removed to this city 
on the gunboat Dubuque. For several hours 
it.lay in state in the Declaration room of In- 
dependence hall, where thousands of persons 
passed by the coffin. 

Afterwards the body was escorted from In- 
dependence hall to Christ church by a troop 
of the Philadelphia cavairy. Chief Justice 
Fuller and Assoclate Justices Day, Holmes, 
and White acted as honorary pallbearers. 
On the way to the church the procession 
passed the grave of Benjamin Franklin, 
where it halted in silence fora moment.

The exercises at the church were con- 
ducted by the Right Rev. Alexander Mackay- 
Smith, bishop coadgutor of the diocese of 
Pennsylvania, aesisted by the Rev. R. Heber 
Barnes, rector of Christ church. 

Following the services for the dead tributes 
to the memory of the patriot were delivered 
by Gov. Pennypacker for the people of Penn- 
Sylvania, Alton B. Parker for the American 
bar, Andrew Carnegie for Scotch-Americana, 
Wilson having been ae native of Scotland: 
Dr. 8. Weir Mitchell for American HMtera- 
ture, Justice White for the Supreme court 
of the United States, and Attorney General 
Moody for the president, the tribute of the 
American people.

Attorney General Moody, speaking of James 
Wilison’s services to the republic, said: 

“It is one of the mysteries of history why 
his fame hae not kept pace with his service. 
By his speeches and writings he prepared the 
way for the ifdependence which, asa signer. 
he helped to declare. As a member of the 
congress under the confederation, he strug- 
led as best he could with the weak and in- 
efficient government set up by that instru- 
ment. 

Recogniaing that the ultimate sovereignty 
rested with the people of the United States, 
he desired a government whose powers 
should proceed directly from them and op- 
erate directly upon them. He realised the in- 
estimable value of the preservation of the 
state and its powers, but regarded the state 
and the nation alike as the creation of tne 
people and subject to the people’s will.

Heermann-Consolo Sonata Evening. 


An unusually enjoyable chamber music 
concert was given in Music hall last evening 
before a company of not numerous but atten- 
tive and appreciative Meteners. It was the 
first of four Sonata evenings which Hugo 
Heermann and Ernesto Consolo have ar- 
ranged to give on the successive Thursdays 
between. Nov. 22 and Dec. 18. The eminent 
German violinist long has enjoyed in Europe 
the reputation of being one of the ablest 
among present day players of chamber mu- 
sic, and, his gifted Italian confrére also has 
earned high commendation for his accom- ! 
plishments along the same line. It was but 
natural and right, therefore, that, coming to- 
gether as they have in Chicago thie season, 
they should wish to give public proof of their 
capabilities in this department of their art. 
The public is the gainer thereby, for the first 
of the concerts they have arranged proved a 
source of genuine pleasure. 

The program contained nothing save 
three sonatas for violin and plano—an ar- 
rangement not appealing to a wide circle 
of concertgoers and being forbidding even 
to many sincere music lovers. To hear three 
sonatas, one after the other, is not a light 
undertaking, and only when the three works 
are carefully selected with a view to et- 
fective contrast and are performed with full 
under and real skill is such a con- 
cert apt to be anything other than unduly 
ponderous, and even tedious.
